NAMIBIA IN SECURITY COUNCIL - 

SOUTH AFRICAN UN MISSION DISTRIBUTED AT UN TEST OF PRESS RELEASE 
ISSUED IN CAPETOWN MAY 27 BY FONMIN MULLER AND ALSO RELEASED 
TO PRESS TEXT OF SIX-PAGE MAY 27 LETTER FROM SA FONMIN IN 
REPLY TO SYG'S DEC. 17 TELEGRAM TRANSMITTING SC RES 366. 

REPLY STATES. INTER ALTA. IT IS FOR PEOPLES OF SWA TO 
DETERMINE OWN POLITICAL AND CONSTITUTIONAL FUTURE, AND PRESENT 
INDICATIONS ARE THAT CONSTITUTIONAL CONFERENCE WILL TAKE 
PLACE IN NEAR FUTURE. AS FOR WITHDRAWAL AND TRANSFER OF 
POWER, SA WILL CONTINUE TO ADMINISTER TERRITORY ONLY AS 
LONG AS INHABITANTS SO WISH. SAG DOES NOT "CLAIM ONE INCH" 

OF TERRITORY OF SWA FOR ITSELF. LETTER REITERATES POINTS 
MADE BY SA REP IN SC OCT. 24, 1974 ON SOME OF SA'S 
CONTRIBUTIONS IN PREPARING INHABITANTS FOR ORDERLY EXERCISE 
OF RIGHT OF SELF-DETERMINATION. IT REFERS TO "INCREASINGLY 
HOSTILE AND UNCOMPROMISING "ATTITUDE OF UN TOWARD SA, 

AND REJECTS UN SUPERVISION OF SWA BUT STATES SAG IS PREPARED 
TO NEGOTIATE WITH SYG'S PERSONAL REP, DR. ESCHER OR ANOTHER 
MUTUALLY ACCEPTABLE PERSON, AND IS PREPARED TO WELCOME 
AFRICAN LEADERS WHO MAY WISH TO VISIT SWA. 

IT FURTHER STATES THAT IF AFRICAN CHAIRMAN OF SWA (NAMIBIA) 
COUNCIL AND SPECIAL COMITE OF OAU ARE INTERESTED IN DISCUSSING 
PROGRESS AND DEVELOPMENTS IN TERRITORY WITH SA PRIMIN THEY 
ARE WELCOME TO DO SO, AND PRIMIN WOULD THEN BE PREPARED 
TO REQUEST TRUE LEADERS IN TERRITORY TO TALK WITH THEM. 

FONMIN CONCLUDED BY STATING SAG BELIEVES THAT GIVEN NECESSARY 
TIME AND CONTROL, SIGNIFICANT AND CONSTRUCTIVE DEVELOPMENTS 
NOW TAKING PLACE WILL BE CROWNED WITH SUCCESS AND SHOULD BE 
WELCOMED AND ENCOURAGED BY LEADERS OF NATIONS EVERYWHERE, 
PARTICULARLY AFRICAN LEADERS.

FROM NAMIBIA, AND AQ#W; W 
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MULLER (SECRETARIAT) ASKED THAT US EXPEDITE APPOINTMENT OF ITS 
DEL TO FIFTH CONGRESS ON PREVENTION OF CRIME AND TREATMENT 
OF OFFENDERS. HE NOTED THAT ABOUT 35 COUNTRIES HAVE ALREADY

COUNCIL, OPENING SESSION MAY 27, ELECTED MURRAY (UK) AS 
PRESIDENT AND AMB WHITE AS VICE PRESIDENT, AND BEGAN 
CONSIDERATION OF TTPI. US REPORT ON TTPI WAS INTRODUCED BY 
AMB WHITE, HIGH COMMISSIONER JOHNSTON DESCRIBED RECENT ECONOMIC 
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AND POLITICAL DEVELOPMENTS, AND MICRONESIAN CONGRESSMAN
